DROPPED DEAD IS THE STREET.

A SECOND JOHNSTOWN. 
D etails of the Terrible Catastrophe in 
Arizona. 
PatF.Nix (A. T.), February 24th.—The 
Walnut drove storage dam, located seventy 
miles north of here, was washed entirely 
away at 2 o’clock Saturday morning. 
Thirty-four lives were lost and fifty peoDle 
rendered destitute. The dam was 250 feet 
long, 110 feet high and 135 feet wide at the 
foundation, and it cost $750,000. 
The 
depth of water in the reservoir was 100 feet. 
The water poured down the narrow canyon 
for five miles, where the greatest lass of 
life occurred. The loss will reach $600,000. 
ADDITIONAL PARTICULABS. 
P h<knix, February 24th —Saturday morn­ 
ing at 2 o’clock the men living near the 
main dam of the Walnut Grove Company, 
situated in northern Arizona, seventy miles 
north of Phcenix, were awakened by a 
roar resembling an angry ocean, and jump­ 
ing out of bed they |were confronted with 
the appalling fact that the large dam was 
being lifted from its mooring by the tor­ 
rents that came leaping down from the ad­ 
jacent mountains, and they hastened to 
the rescue of the people in the canyon be­ 
low.The men were horrified to be followed 
by the flood which burst through the dam, 
and which swept everything in its way. 
The main and lesser dams are twenty miles 
apart, connected bv a deep canyon, and 
down this narrow defile the torrents rushed 
with lightning speed, carrying workshops, 
dwellings and many human beiugs in its 
remorseless grasp. 
The loss of life and property is appalling. 
Some fifty souls are known to have per­ 
ished, and of the numberless Mexican min­ 
ers and ranchero living along the Hassa- 
yampa for thirty miles who have been 
drowned no account can be ever obtained. 
The main dam was the largest piece of 
masonry in the United States, it beiDg 400 
feet long on top, 181 on the bottom and 130 
thick at the base, 10 feet on top and 110 
feet high. It was of solid masonry at the 
front and back and loose stones laid in the 
middle for weight. 
The dam leaked 3,000 miners’ inches 
daily since its construction. It was con­ 
structed eighteen months ago at a cost of 
nearly a million dolltrs, and was mort­ 
gaged for $350,000 and stocked for $12,­ 
000.000. 
It had one large waste gate and one sur­ 
face waste built around the dam. and both 
were insufficient for the terrible rush of 
waters which swept it out of existence. 
The dam drains the watershed of four hun­ 
dred square miles. This immense territory 
accounts for the more rapid destruction. 
About fifty people are known to have 
been drowned, but the following names are 
all that can be ascertained ; J. Haines, 
wife and four children ; H. Boone and 
daughter, John Lilly, Mrs. McCarthy, T. 
McMillan and George, the scout, at Walnut 
Grove. 
At Wickenberg, thirty miles west from 
the scene of the disaster, the bodies of three 
women, four men and one child were dis­ 
covered, but could not be recognized. The 
torrent traveled this distance in two hours. 
All the houses in that vicinity were de­ 
stroyed. One or two bodies were found at 
Seymour, twelve miles south of Wicken­ 
berg. 
At Smith’s mill, five miles south, a 
teamster and eight horses were drowned. 
At the Vulture mine five miles of piping 
was destroyed, involving the loss of$20.000. 
The President and Chief Enginetr of the 
company are in Phoenix, and say that 
everything that hnman skill could dev’se 
to make a perfect dam was exhausted by 
them in the structure. 
There are a large number of destitute 
people in the neighborhood, and the 
weather is extremely cold. Large relief 
parties went out from here to-day. Gov­ 
ernor Murphy will issue a proclamation to­ 
morrow calling for aid for the sufferers, 
pledging the credit of the Territory there 
for. One thousand dollars was forwarded 
from Phicnix to-night. 
CHAPTER OF ACCIDENTS. 
A Photographer Suicides—G reeting to the 
Irish Patriots. 
San F rancisco, February 24th.—This 
eveniDg W. F. Shattuck, while arraDgiDg 
some part of a grinding mill in his place of 
business, bad one of his fingers so badly 
crushed that it had to be am putated. 
N. C. Hawks, his partner, boarded a car 
to go to Mrs. Shattnck to notify her, when 
a boy threw an orange, which smashed the 
glass of the car, and fragments of the glass 
struck Hawks in the face, badly cutting bis 
nose. 
The Supervisors this evening passed to 
print the order granting the conduit com­ 
pany the right to lay and maintain tele­ 
graph and electric wires under ground. 
Nathaniel Weston, a photographer of 
Oakland, committed suicide this afternoon 
by shooting. 
The committee met this evening and 
concluded their arrangements for a meet­ 
ing of welcome to Dillon and Esmonde at 
the Grand Opera House. Mr. Gorman, of 
Sacramento, expressed his sorrow that the 
visitors could not visit that city, and said 
Sacramento Irishmen would do all in their 
power for the cause and would send a dele­ 
gation to the meeting. 
SANTA BOS A. 
Saloon-K eepers are not Plethoric W ith 
Coin—Two Robberies. 
Santa R osa, February 24th.—Last night 
two saloons and the Eagie Hotel were en­ 
tered by robbers. One saloon lost $8 in 
coin and another $3 Liquors aDd cigars 
were taken from both. The Eagle Hottl 
lost $1 in coin and minor articles. 
The two saloons were entered from the 
rear with the assistance of a crow bar. A 
panel was sawn out of the door of the hotel 
and the door unbolted. There is no clue. 
A young man named Cole, who was em­ 
ployed by Nelson, a stationery dealer, to 
conduct his business for him while absent, 
absconded yesterday with a week’s pro­ 
ceeds. The proprietor also gave him $5 for 
till money when he took change. This 
morning he ionnd the store closed. Cole is 
a stranger here. It is thought he lost most 
of the money playing cards. 
A drizzling rain fell to-day. It is cloudy 
to-night and liable to rain before morning. 
HUNGRY FO B MAIL. 
Fifteen Thousand People W ith Nothing 
bat the Bible to Bead. 
M edford (Or.), February 24th.—We 
have been blockaded here for forty days 
without through trains or mail, except two 
days’ mail twice from San Francisco. No 
Eastern mail or papers have been received 
from San Francisco or other places since 
January 13th. The trains have been run­ 
ning through from San Francisco for the 
past ten days, except at one short transfer, 
bringing Wells, Fargo & Co.’s express, but 
not the back mail. Subscribers to San 
Francisco and Sacramento papers are be­ 
coming impatient for their mail. 
Fifteen thousand people iu the Rogue 
River valley are without mail and will be 
for six weeks yet. We are told that tons 
of it are lying at the transfer near Dans- 
muir, and will be forwarded as soon as 
trains can get through. 
HEATY FINES. 
One W ay to Kid the M etropolis of the 
Offensive Chinese. 
San F rancisco, February 24th.—This 
morning Ah You and Ah Fook, who had 
been previously convicted in Judge Law­ 
ler’s Court of having Chinese lottery 
tickets in their possession, were fined $200 
apiece. The Judge, in making out the 
order, said Lb was determined to do his 
share and help the Chief of Police to stop 
unlawful acts among the Chinese.

visiting a house of ill fame, was fined $150. 
The news of the heavy penalties meted 
out bv Judge Lawler soon spread over the 
old Citv Hall to the other Courts. On 
Judge Joachimsen’s calendar there were 
the names of two Chinamen charged with 
visiting a house of ill-fame. Their attor­ 
neys beard of the big fines and advised 
their clients te forfeit their bail, amounting 
to $100 each. This was done, and by it the 
defendants saved at least $50 apiece, as 
Judge .Toachimsen has shown himself to be 
as active as Judge Lawler in fining Chi­ 
nese malefactors. 
Chief Crowley and detectives Cox and 
Glennon are greatly pleased at Judge Law­ 
ler's action. They claim it will have a 
better effect in Chinatown than if three or 
four extra policemen were stationed there. 
DESPERATE EX-CONVICT. 
The M urderer of Captain Duncan Logan 
is Captured. 
San F rancisco, February 24th. — The 
mystery surrounding the murder of Captain 
Duncan Logan, who was shot on the night 
of September 10th last in Jean Labat’s 
saloon, on the corner of Broadway and 
Powell streets, has at last been solved, 
thanks to the untiring efforts of Chief Crow­ 
ley and Captain Lees.

Chicago’s supremacy will presently be ac­ 
knowledged by her most bitter foes. St. 
Louis and Washington were no more to be 
compared to Chicago tbau other small 
towns would have been. Her only contest 
was with New York, and that Chicago 
should have laid out New York cold and 
fiat is something that will attract the atten­ 
tion of the civilized world. It will be in­ 
teresting to learn bow New York will ac­ 
count for ber defeat, after her boastful 
claims, but for all tbis she sank like Mc- 
Ginty to the bottom of the sea, arruyed in 
her best suit of political and financial 
clothes.’’ 
The News will say: “First of all, the 
News desires to thank those 157 members of 
Congress. As a question as between the 
East aud West, the latter had much tbe 
best of the fight. The West has won mag­ 
nificently in the popnlar branch of Con­ 
gress, and the Senate will indorse the 
action. A glance backward over the lines 
of the Chicago campaign shows it to have 
been faultlessly conducted. Chicago does 
not know the meaning of defeat. To New 
York, St. Louis and Washington, Chicago 
sends greetings. They have made the best 
possible showing iu the face of adverse cir­ 
cumstances.

He bought the finest pair of horses 
and the best carriage in the place, hired a 
valet and uniformed two good-looking na­ 
tives as coachman aDd footman and posed 
as an English lord. He secured the friend­ 
ship of tbe son and heir of one of the 
wealthiest families in the city. He was in­ 
vited to the house, and there met one ot 
the loveliest young ladies in the country. 
It was a case of love at first sight, and tbe 
pair were engaged to be married. 
About this time the young adventurer 
learned that he was being pursued by de­ 
tectives and he fled from the city just as 
his funds were getting exhausted. He was 
arrested. His father paid bis forgeries, bnt 
he is now likely to go to prison. 


CHEATING A CITY'. 
H ow the Street Railroads of New Y'ork 
City P erpetrate Frauds. 
N ew Y ork, February 24th.—An investi­ 
gation has been begun as to the extent the 
city has been defrauded in the payment of 
percentages on the receipts of various rail 
road companies and how the frauds were 
perpetrated. Suspicion had been excited 
by the payments of Manhattan Elevated 
Road, which for twelve consecutive quar­ 
ters have been exactly $5,471. 
Etch company is supposed to pay the 
city five per cent, on the net receipts. Fig­ 
uring on this basis it would make the com­ 
pany’s annual receipts $438,000 only from 
the Third, Sixth and Ninth-avenue lines, 
the receipts of which are popularly sup­ 
posed to reach millions, as they have the 
monopoly of the elevated travel in the city. 
The authorities to-day presented a bill 
for $24,000 against the Dry Docks Surface 
line by reason of alleged discrepancy. A 
long struggle is probable. Tbe law does 
not distinctly stipulate that the city sball 
have tbe right to inspect the company’s 
books, and the fight may begin over a de­ 
mand to inspect the books.

Chicago, February 24th. — The street 
scenes in Chicago this afternoon and even­ 
ing told of the enthusiasm modest and un­ 
mistakable. In the crowds surrounding 
the newspaper offices and other places of 
business where bulletins are displayed were 
representatives of all classes of soeiety, anil 
such a cordial effusiveness of warm hand­ 
shaking, gratified smile9 and gennine 
shouts of joy is not often witnessed any­ 
where.

ROUGHLY HANDLED. 
M ormon M issionaries- Are H ooted At iu 
the Streets of'Donrion. 
L ondon, February 23d.—The Herald cor­ 
respondent cables: 
The party of Mormon missionaries who 
are at present eDgaged in- a proselyting 
campaign in London and other parts of 
Great Britain had a lively time of it in 
London to-day. 
The missionaries, three in number,began 
a meeting or service, and in a-short time a 
large crowd bad collected. The mission­ 
aries were listened to with attention for a 
time, but presently irreverent remarks be­ 
gan to be beard from persons in the crowd 
who were particularly anxious to know 
how many wives were possessed by one of 
the elders. 
These interrogations disconcerted the 
Mormons and excited much laaehter aud 
jeeriDg among the crowd. Presently a mem­ 
ber of the Anti-Mormon League appeared 
on the scene to offer opposition to the Lat­ 
ter Day Saints. 
He reminded the crowd that not very 
long ago a young weman, one of their 
number, who had been induced to emi­ 
grate by the Mormon missionaries; had re­ 
turned to her mother’s home, shoeless and 
starving, with two little children, having 
tramped the whole distance from Liver­ 
pool. 
He concluded by producing the-yonng 
woman in question and asking if they 
wanted more of their sisters to be served a*3 
she had been. Tbis excited the crowd, 
which groaned and booted. Mud and 
other refuse was thrown at the unlucky 
Mormons, who were now prepared to make 
a hasty exit from the scene. 
They were chased by the mob, however. 
Their clothing was torn, their hats knocked 
in and they were otherwise maltreated. 
Finally they sought refuge in a four-wheel 
cab and were driven rapidly away, still 
followed for some distance by a number of 
people, who, however, soon gave up the 
cbase. 
Tbis is the second experience of the kind 
that Mormon missionaries have had in the 
East End within the last six months.

Ottawa, February 24ih.—GeorgeSparks, 
a young man from Kitty township, became 
eDgaged to the youngest daughter of 
Charles Smith of Whiiehurston, after a 
brief courtship.

LATEST FROM CUBA. 
W recking Buildings W ith Dynam ite — 
Brigands at W ork. 
H avana, February 24th.—An attempt 
was made to blow up the Antilla Cabana 
cigar factory last night. A dynamite bomb 
was exploded close to tbe walls of the main 
building. The adjacent houses were badly 
wrecked, but the factory was not seriously 
damaged. 
A tremendous explosion oocanred this 
morning in the Batabaus railway statiOD, 
at the Plaza des Arma9. Powder was used 
at the station and it was totally destroyed. 
The building was thronged with employes 
and passengers, and thirty of the injured 
were taken from the ruins. Some may die. 
Others are missing. 
News comes from Cardenas that the 
warehouses of Henri Izurrieta were de­ 
stroyed by fire. The losses are estimated 
at $200,000. 
Brigands are increasing in numbers and 
audacity, swarming in tbe country around 
Puerto Principe. They seized two wealthy 
men of that city and carried them to tbe 
mountains, where they held them for ran­ 
som.

T he action of the Secretary of War 
in ordering a 
Court-martial upon the 
charges 
against 
Lieutenant 
Steele 
for his 
outrageous 
treatment of 
prí­ 
vale Wild, and his tyrannous use of the 
power of the Court-martial, will have the 
approval of the whole country. 
Regular 
army circles are deeply moved about the 
matter, and it is said that the Presidentas 
Commauder-in-Chief, is so indignant that 
lie wants the same medicine that Steele 
will be compelled to take administered to 
every officer who sat on the Court and 
voted for the findings. 
It is evident that 
a lesson is about to be given those in au­ 
thority over private soldiers, whom they 
sometimes forget are American freemen. 
Wild refused to do “menial duty,” saying 
that he was not enlisted for such service. 
Thereupon Steele struck the soldier, and 
ordered him before a Court-martial. Of 
this Court Steele was himself Judge-Advo­ 
cate. 
The private was convicted and sen­ 
tenced to one year of close confinement at 
hard labor, deprivation of pay and dis­ 
honorable discharge. 
These findings Gen­ 
eral Ruger approved and ordered the sen­ 
tence carried into effect. The President 
has remitted the penalties and restored 
Wild to the ranks. 
He has rebuked Gen­ 
eral Ruger, and now Steele is himself to 
be tried for conduct unbecoming an officer. 
On the count charging him with striking 
a soldier, he can make no possible defense, 
and for that he will certainly be cashiered. 
There is some doubt as to his being found 
guilty on the other counts, those of undue 
prejudice, unwarranted assumption of the 
office of Judge-Advocate in Wild’s case, 
and bias against the man on trial. The 
weak defense of General Ruger is that he 
overlooked the fact that the prosecutor 
was made Judge-Advocate, because at the 
time the Court was ordered the charge had 
not been preferred against the private— 
that is to say, it was a general Court-mar­ 
tial. 
But Steele should have retired as 
Judge-Advocate when Wild’s case was 
taken up. The General declares that 
when a man is ordered to do a thing he 
must obey, otherwise all discipline would 
be at an end, and of course the officer is 
resuonsible for an 
unwarranted order. 
This is true, but at the same time Steele’s 
action is indefensible. 


I n returning the young Duke of Orleans 
to prison, President Carnot has said to the 
malcontents of France that he cannot be 
‘‘bulldozed”— if the term is allowed. That 
is, he proposes to show the Boulangists 
that their threats will not move him. The 
Radicals proposed 
to demand, on the 
strength of the Dnke’s pardon, that all 
political «(lenders in the last ten years 
should be forgiven. 
This the President 
will not do, and he has in effect said so by 
withdrawing the undelivered pardon of 
the Prince of Orleans. 
It may be doubted 
whether the act of the President was as 
wise as it was courageous, for some fear 
may well be entertained if the withdrawal 
of the pardon will not elevate the hot­ 
headed boy to the levei of a martyr. 
But 
so far as the action of Carnot reflects cour­ 
age, there can be no question about his re­ 
turning Orleans to prison being a fine ex- 
Jhibition of back-bone.

NEER OF THE DEPARTMENT.

T h e Board of F ire C om m issioners held

T h e chief business of the evening was 
th e reading o f th e an n u al report of C hief 
E n g in eer O 'M eara, w hich contained th e 
follow ing reco m m en d atio n s: 
I would recommend the purchasing of the 
necessary equipments and the organization of 
a Fire Patrol. I consider it a necessary addi­ 
tion to the Fire D epartm ent; also, that fire- 
drills be adopted in all the schools and fre­ 
quently practiced. 
A chemical engine would be a valuable ac­ 
quisition to the Department, 
it could be 
equipped by two perm anent and one extram an. 
They are In use lu nearly all cities in the 
United States, and are highly recommended 
wherever used, They are ahvavs ready for 
service, and can be put to work'th e moment 
they arrive nt a fire, thereby saving valuable 
time. In many cases where a steam engine has 
to be used, a chemical engine could extinguish 
the fire, thereby saving a great deal of valuable 
property from loss by water. 
I recommend the placing of one of the hook 
and ladder ttucks, fully equipped, in the et st­ 
ern portion of the city. The rapid growth of 
that section fully justifies it. 
There sbou:d he turn tables in each of the 
engine-houses, as on several occasions after the 
engines were pulled into the houses there have 
been new alarms before the engines could be 
turned around, thereby causing considerable 
delay. 
in concluson, I desire to tcuder thanks on 
behalf of the Fire Department, to Mayor Greg­ 
ory and the other members of the Board of City 
Trustees, the employes of the Water-Woiks, 
Chief cf Police Lee and the Police Department, 
the city press, Auditor McKee. Superintendent 
J. B. W right, members of the Fire Department, 
'h e Fire commissioners and my Assistant, H. A. 
Guthrie.

HE SCHOOL BOABD WILL NOT MAN­ 
DAMUS THE TEUSTEES. 


Xlie Perry Seminary W ill be Ottered 
for Sale to the Highest Bidder 
—Other Matters. 


The Board of Education met last even­ 
ing, Directors Chipman, Eriewine, Hopley, 
Sherbarn, Tnrts, Senate, Davis and Payne 
being present. Secretary Hart's minutes of 
the last regular meeting and the two subse­ 
quent special meetings were read and ap­ 
proved . 
Director Davis, on behalf of the Com- 
mitteee on Buildings and Repairs, reported 
that he had been in communication with 
the manufacturer of a certain process for 
preparing school-blsckboards, and had per­ 
mitted him to give a sample of his work on 
two of the rooms of the Sacramento Gram­ 
mar School. It bad proved highly satis­ 
factory, and the committee was of the 
opinion that all of the rooms should be 
supplied in the same manner, as well as 
(be rooms of the Sacramento Grammar. 
Mr. Bell, the agent referred to, addressed 
the Board on the subject, and stated that he 
would do the work at the rate of 3i cents 
per square foot, and would in addition di­ 
vulge the secret for making the compound, 
so that in future the Board could make its 
own blackboards. 
After some discussion Mr. Tufts moved 
that the work be ordered done and the se­ 
cret obtained. Mr. Payne second the mo­ 
tion and it was carried unanimously. 
Director Payee moved that during the 
month of March the schools continue to 
open at 9 o’clock each morning. The mo­ 
tion was carried. 
A communication from D. J. Simmons, 
an auclioueer, offering to attend to the sell­ 
ing of the Perry Seminary, was laid on the 
table. 
A communication was also received from 
the Principal of the City Night school, re­ 
monstrating against an anonymous com­ 
munication which appeared in the Bee re­ 
cently, which was to the effect that the 
night school’s roll had been stuffed. 
Director Tofts moved that the communi­ 
cation be placed on file and that it be de 
clared the sense of the Board that the 
contents of the communication referred to 
were false, and that the Principal of the 
night school be exonerated from any and 
all charges in said communication. 
Chairaren Chipman then called up the 
matter of the tax levy for the school de­ 
partment. 
Mr. Tufts said that the Board ought to 
>ake action on the matter immediately. 
“We want 35 cents.” said he, “and the 
Board of Trustees will only give us 29 cents, 
unless we turn over to them the Perry 
Seminary. I don’t think we should accede 
to their demands. We should not bribe 
the Trustees. That’s what it is—bribery.” 
Chairman Chipman stated that he had 
talked wi-h many citizens on the subject, 
and the general opinion was that 29 cents, 
together with the proceeds of the sale of the 
seminaiy, wou’d be sufficient to carry the 
schools through the year. Mr. Chipman 
said the seminary was an elephant on the 
hands of the school department, and 
should be sold anyhow. He was in favor 
of selling it and accepting the 29 cents ap­ 
portionment. 
Mr. Eriewine agreed with the Chairman. 
He said that by selling the property for 
say $10,000, and adding this to the 29cents, 
the department would have $1.600 more to 
work on thau would be the case if it re­ 
ceived an apportionment of 35 cents. In 
conclusion Mr. Eriewine moved that the 
property be offered for sale, and give the 
city the refusal of the property. 
Other members of the Board considered 
that Mr. Erlewine's estimate of $10,000 was 
altogether too low. and that at least $15,000 
should be obtained for the property. 
The matter was discuesed at length, and 
# -t was finally decided to advertise for bids 
for the property, without giviDg the city 
any more advantage than any one else, said 
bids to be opened at the next monthly 
meeting of the Board. 
On motion of Mr. Tufts it was decided to 
postpone further action in regard to the 
proposed mundauusing of the Trustees in 
regard to the apportionment, until it was 
known whether or not the seminary prop­ 
erty could be sold. 
This ended the tax levy business. 
Mr. Payne called the attention of the 
Board to the fact that ex Superintendent 
Beard bad never received the $3 per month 
addition to his salary as jaDitor fees as was 
customary. There was no reason, said Mr. 
Payne, wbv Mr. Beard should not receive 
this extra money, and he made a motion 
to that effect. The amount due Mr. Beard 
figured up to $114. The motion was car­ 
ried after a leDgthy debate. 
The applications of Miss L'zzie Stephen­ 
son, Miss Clara Barton and Miss Garrett, 
for D ositions as teachers, were received and 
placed on file. 
W. H. Sherman, agent for an illustrated 
chart on anatomy, addressed the Board, 
asking that some of his charts be purchased 
for the school". He had two samples, 
slightlv damaged, which he would sell for 
$40. If the Board wanted more, he would 
sell them for $42 50 apiece. The Board 
bought the two samples. 
Another agent wanted to sell some books 
to the Board, but was not as successful as 
his predecessor. 
The monthly pay-roll, amounting to 
$7,892 35, was ordered paid. The following 
bills incurred by the department were also 
ordered paid: A. Hart, $5; Protestant Or­ 
phan Asylum, $75; H. Coats, $30 13; Henry 
Alter, $30; L. L. Lewis, $2 50; Friend and 
Terry Lumber Company, $7 S5; S. H. 
Davis, $5 35; The Bancroft Company, 
$32 50; M. 8. Hammer, $7 20; E. Lesaer, 
$3 80; Charles J. Noack, $1 50; Locke & 
Lavenson, $2; H. S. Crocker & Co.. $17 75; 
Phares Bell, $26 25; Capital Gas Company, 
$21 85; D. Gardner, $9 75. 
An adjournment was then taken. 
FOX'S PLANS. 
The A rchitect Boses His Suit Against 
Contractor Bovyer. 
The suit of Charles J. Fox against E. A. 
Bovyer for $9J occupied the attention of 
Justice of the Peace Henry yesterday after­ 
noon. 
Fox is an architect who recently started 
in business in this city, and Bovyer is a 
well-known contractor and builder. Fox 
claimed that, several months ago, Bovyer 
instructed him to draw up plans for the 
construction of two houses, and the in­ 
structions were carried out. But when he 
asked Bovyer for his pay. says Fox, the 
contractor declared that he had never or­ 
dered the work done, and therefore owed 
him nothing. 
Bovyer, on the other hand, testified that 
he did instruct rox to execute a “ prelimi­ 
nary sketch” of a cottage which a certain 
party desired to have constructed, but he 
distinctly told Fox that unless he received 
the contract to build the house the plans 
would be of nouse.aud he therefore would 
not pay for them. Fox agreed to this, said 
Bovyer, and drew the sketch. Regarding 
the second plan which Fox drew, the wit­ 
ness said he bad never ordered it, and 
would not pay for it. 
Bovyer went further than this general 
denial" bv producing several well-known 
architects to testify that the piaDS. even if 
they had been ordered, were not worth half 
what Fox was suing for. 
When all the testimony was in the case 
was argued at considerable length bv J ud. 
Brusie for Fox and attorney Hughes for 
the defense. 
Justice Henry, in passing upon the case, 
dwelt upon the great contl ct of testimony 
between the two sides, and said it was very 
difficult to see who was telling the truth 
and who was not. Owing to ihe prepon­ 
derance of evidence in favor of Bovyer he 
was compelled to decide against the archi­ 
tect The Justice, however, added that he 
would not decide as to the cos s until to­ 
day.

corners of the earth. The weather pro­ 
verb is as follows: 
"When Diablo’s head cloud-capped you see, 
If not in summer, rain soon there'll be.” 
This cloud-capped mountain was seen on 
Snnday, when all other portions of the 
heavens were clear, to be crowned with 
threatening clouds, whose prognosticating 
signs have already come to pass, the hoary- 
headed old monster giving over twenty- 
four hoars’ warning of approaching danger.

I was a member of the committee 
on that subject and I attended, as I remem­ 
ber, seventeen meetings, and every Princi­ 
pal and Vice-Principal of the High School, 
the two Grammar schools and two Inter­ 
mediate schools, attended each meeting. 
The old rule was commencing at 8:30 a. m. 
to 12; 12:30 p. m. to 1:30 p. M. Now the law 
is 8:30 A. M. to 12 noon, and 1 p. m. to 2:30 
p. m. 
The teachers concurred in the 
change, so they teach five hours, just as 
they do in the fust term. 
The reason for commencing at 8:30 A. St. 
was because the scholars desired it, claim­ 
ing that in the second term (or summer 
months) it was warm weather, and they 
preferred 8:30 to 9 A. si. because it was 
cooler. I am not in the Board, but the 
rules I will defend, because they are fair, 
and the teachers were not responsible, but 
the Board and High School pupils.

W ASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


P o in ts in th e N ew S ilver B ill—T h e T ong 
a n d S h o rt H au l. 
W a sh in g to n , February 24'.h.—A m es­ 
sage from the Presiden: was received by 
the Senate to day recom mending the re­ 
m oval of the Flathead Indians of Montana 
to the Jaeko reservation in the same State. 
The principal feature of the silver bill, 
which will be reported by the Senate Com­ 
m ittee on Finance as a substitute for the 
several bilis on the subject referred to, are 
stated to be these: Secretary Tracy is au­ 
thorized to increase the purchase of silver 
bullion from $2,000,000 to $1,500,000 per 
m outh. The requirem ent of the present 
law that the coinage of silver be at the rate 
of not less than $2,000,000 per m onth is 
stricken out. 
The Secretary is also author­ 
ized to purchase gold bullion in unre­ 
stricted quantities. 
Upon this gold and 
silver bullion the Secretary shall issue 
Treasury notes in such denom inations as 
he shall see fit, to be redeemable in lawful 
money. 
Paddock introduced to-day in the Senate 
a bill to amend the Interstate Commerce 
Act. The am endm ent is intended for the 
relief of the farm ers in the W est, who are 
ttnable at present to m arket their crops on 
account ot the high freight rates prevailing 
on the long-haul, and which the railroads 
claim cannot be reduced without demoral­ 
izing ail such haul rates under the Inter­ 
state Act. The bill provides that the long 
and short-haul clause be amended, so in 
case of an investigation of an infraction of 
th at section the Commission will be obliged 
to consider the cost of transportation and 
the facts and circumstances bearing upon 
the m arket value of the product, and if it 
appears the product is one of the neces 
sanes of life, and upon it a justly lower 
rate is indispensable in order to enable 
such product to he transported to market, 
such transportation rate, as far as the long- 
h aul clause is concerned, will be consid­ 
ered an exception to the general rule. The 
am endm ent also provides that the long 
haul for such product w ithin,(the m eaning 
o f the am endm ent, shall be 500 miles or 
m ore, by a route over which the freight is 
actually transported. 


ASSISTANT BISHOP. 
T he Rev. R. C. Foute, rector of Grace 
Church, San Francisce, who was appointed 
Chairm an of the special committee to 
notify Rev. W . F. Nichols, D. D.. of his 
election as A ssistant Bishop of California, 
end who came on to Philadelphia to pre­ 
sent the case in person, is in this city, on 
liis return hom e. Dr. Nichols has the 
question under consideration and 
will 
m ake his decision know n at as early a day 
as possible. 
THE BILL ArPBOVED. 
The Senate Committee on Commerce has 
received from the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury his views on the bill to make Mary 
Island. W rangel, 
Juneau, Sand Point, 
K odiak and Ounalaska ports of delivery 
w ithin the collection district of Alaska. 
T he Secretary approves the bill. 


WISDOM ON SILVER. 
Secretary W indom w a s before th e House 
Com mittee on Coinage, W eights and Meas­ 
ures to -d a y for th e purpose of having an 
in t e r c h a n g e of opinion on 
th e B u b ject o f 
silver coinage with th e members o f the 
comm ittee. 
He declared that this b ill w ts 
fram ed to meet, in th e best way he c o u ld 
devise, the p r e s e n t f in a n c ia l 
c o n d itio n o f 
th e country. 
H e disavowed all charges 
th at t h e bill is a mere makeshift; that its 


author did not believe in it, and that it 
was brought forward to defeat some other 
measure. 
He said that be was really a 
strong friend of silver, although some peo­ 
ple did not think so, and that he was anx­ 
ious for some measure to pass which will 
' enhance its value. 


OREGON SWAMP LANDS. 
A t the request of Senator Mitchell the 
Commissioner of the Land Office has 
issued an order directing that speedy hear­ 
ings be had in the locai Land Office at Lake 
View, Or., in regard to certain contested 
land cases in W arner Valley, a contest 
being between those claim ing under the 
Swamp Land Act and those claiming under 
the Pre emption and Homestead Acts. This 
action was taken at the request of settlers 
in W arner Valley.

o l a F lo rid a S enator. 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
February 24th.—In the 
Senate, Chandler, rising to a question of 
personal privilege, offered a preamble and 
resolution stating that Senator Call of 
Florida charged him in debate on Thurs­ 
day with personal responsibility for the 
out, aging of women and the m urder of 
children, and the destruction of happiness 
of households in the South by men who 
were emissaries behind him; and that Call, 
in addition, inserted in the official report 
the following paragraph, which he had not 
spoken: 
•The blood of Saunders (if evidence 
shall show his death was in any wav con­ 
nected with prosecutions in the United 
States Courts) wilt rest on his conscience. 
The shriekiDg ghosts of outraged and m ur­ 
dered women and children, the victims of 
the wild lusts and passions of the race, who 
owe all that they know of religion and 
civilization to this Southern white people, 
and not to the Senator from New Ham p- 
sbire, will disturb his sleeping and his 
wakiDg hours. 
Like Banquo's ghost it 
will not down. 
An ocean will not wash 
his blood-stained bands from the guilt ot 
rape and the m urder of these tender white 
women and children.” 
The resolution condemns such action as 
a breach of privilege, for which Call is cen­ 
sured, and orders the words inserted and 
the paragraph so added stricken from the 
report in the Congressional Record. 
Call defended bis course in the matter, 
asserting that he in debate expressed sub­ 
stantially the same idea as expressed in 
the additional paragraph. 
H e 
simply 
changed the phraseology as he had a right 
to do. 
After a short debate the resolution went 
went over till to-morrow. 


M ilitary S quabbles. 


W a s h i n g t o n . February 24th.—The Sec­ 
retary of W ar has decided to call a court- 
martial to try Lieutenant Steele of the 
Eighth Cavalry, who preferred charges of 
insubordination against Private Dell Wild, 
causiDg his trial, conviction and im prison­ 
ment. 
Wild was released by order of the 
President on the ground that the trial was 
improperly conducted, Lieutenant 8teele, 
his accuser, being Judge Advocate of the 
Court. Steele is to be tried upon a charge 
of m altreating a subordinate, havingstrnck 
W ild when the latter refused to perform a 
certain duty. It is possible the testimony 
at the trial* m ay develop a state of affairs 
connected w ith the exam ination of W ild's 
case that m ay lead to one or two other 
trials or reprimands.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 24th.—All the 
bidders for the seal-fishery privileges ex­

IN T S E SENATE. 
W a s h i n g t o n , February 24th.—The communi­ 
cation from the Attorney-General on the assas­ 
sination of Deputy Marshal Saunders was re­ 
ferred to the Committee ou Privileges and Elec­ 
tions. 
Blair's educational bill came up as untinished 
business, and Faulkner addressed the Senate in 
opposition to it. 
Coke obtained the floor and Platte arose and 
said the educational bill had held place as un 
finished business since February 3d, and he 
should insist that after to day the bill when 
taken up should be discussed every avail­ 
able hour until a vote was rear bed. It ought 
not to blcck the way of the im portant business 
now on the calendar. 
A resolution by Sherman was agreed to call­ 
ing on the Secretary ol War for a report of the 
Court-martial proceedings in the case of private 
Wild at Fort Yales. 
Senator Vance introduced a bill to establish 
in every county in every State in the Union an 
agricultural depository, under the control of the 
Treasury Department, in which the owners of 
grain, cotton and tobacco may deposit their 
product, receiving therefore a warehouse re­ 
ceipt and treasury notes equal to eighty per 
cent, of the net m arket value of the deposit. 
Deposits may be redeemed at any time on pay­ 
ment of the sum advanced and interest at the 
rate of one per cent, per annum. Fifty thou 
sand dollars was appropriated to carry out its 
provisions 
A message from the President, with a com­ 
munication from the secretary of the Interior, 
and the draft of a bill authorizing the removal 
of Indians trom Gila Point Reservation, Ari­ 
zona, to another reservation in the Territory, 
was presented and referred to the Committee on 
Indian Affairs 
Adjourned. 
IN THE HOI’SE. 
W a s h in g t o n , February '.'1th.—In spite of the 
bad day. w ith ralD falling, the hall of the House 
and gaiicries, at noon were packed w ith spec­ 
tators, and crowds obstructed the corridors. Ali 
r f these peep e had gathered to witness the de 
cidiug struggle between the adherents of New 
York, Chicago. St. Louis and Washington, upon 
the result of whi- h depended the location of 
the World’s Fair of 1892. A host of representa­ 
tive men were to be seen in the reserved galler­ 
ies 
The Clerk read the special order prescribing 
the method of voting upon a site for the fair, 
requi ing some one place to have a majority ol 
the votes cast. 
B’ount of Georgia wished to know if there 
would be an opportunity afforded to pass upon 
the question as to whether there shall be a M r, 
before s lid in g the site. The Speaker replied 
that under the special order this opportunity 
could not be had, and immediately directed the 
Cierk to call the rolL 
There was some applause as the first lew re­ 
sponses were made, 
which was promptly 
checked by the Bpekaer.

louts, 53; Washington. 34. Whole number, 306 
necessary to a choice, 151. 
Fourth vote—Chicago, 134; New York, 95; 8L 
Louis, 48; W ashington,'29. 
The I hicago men brightened at the result, for 
they had gained seven votes as against a gain 
of only three for Few York, while St. Louis lost 
five—the "beginning of the end ' In tbeir case— 
and Washington five. None of Chicago’s sup­ 
porters change to other cities, and only one 
dropped out. Even without waiting for a reca­ 
pitulation of the votes, the Reading Clerk, show­ 
ing signs of weariness, began the monotonous 
roll-call once more, and as it progre? sed the 
Chicago men began for the first time to show 
symptoms ot 
uneasiness, end Mason and 
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ter absent members and rushing out others from 
lobbies and cloak-rooms. 
Flower was keeping tally for the New Yorkers 
and greeted every accession with a smile 
from his feat in the center of the House. Hitt 
was doing the same for the Chicagoans. 
The litth ballot showed a total vote of 312, 
and the apprehensions of the Chicagoans were 
justified in a measure, for New York gained 
fifteen votes, while Chicago added but six to 
her column. St. Louis m.-anwhi e fell off ten 
votes, and W a'hing'on five. The vote was: 
Chicago. 140: New York, 110; St. Louis, 3»; 
Washington, 21. 
All was excitem ent as the roll call began 
again. It was apparent the Southern members 
who bad steadfastly fuppvrted St. Louis up to 
this point were beginning to break away and 
were going over to New York, consequently the 
expectations of the New Y'orkers were at the 
highest point and, indeed. In this vote, they 
polled their full strength, but gained oniy six 
votes, while Chicago gained nine and St. Lonis 
and Washington kept up their steady retrogres­ 
sion the former losing ten and the latter five 
votes. The total vote was again 312. of which 
Cnicigo received 119, New York 116, St. Louis I 
and Washington 19. 
The Chicagoans were in feverish impatience, 
fearing dilatory tactics that would lose them the 
advantage they held. 
Mason rushed forward to 
the Clerk. exc:aiming, “Cail the r o ilc a ll the 
roll r* 
New York’s backbone was broken, however, 
and there was little further opposition. The 


Clerk agsin took up his list, and the result was 
311 votes, divided as follows: Chicago 154, New 
York 112, St. Louis 27, Washington 17. A m a­ 
jority would be 156, and Chicogo had 151, just 
two votes short. 
There was an agony of expectation w hai 
Mason dragged Reyburn, Judge Kelley's suc­ 
cessor, forward. He said he wished to change 
his vote from New York to Chicago, and did so. 
He was greeted with applause, and evidently 
expected to lead a stampede for Chicago, but 
he was disappointed. Nobody followed his ex­ 
ample, and Cnicago’s total stood 155, one less 
than a majority. The New York forces were re­ 
tiring in good order, and contested every inch 
of the ground. So another roll-call was neces­ 
sary. 
It was the eighth and last, for Chicago 
achieved her victory, and out of a total vote of 
307 received 157, three more than a majority. 
New York had 107, St. Louts 25 and Washing­ 
ton 18. 
The California delegation stood by Chicago 
from first to last.
